These slow learners were not branded 
“dumb-bells” had feared, but 
were happier than they had been 
interclass grouping. Their problems were 
not noticeable the bright children. 
They were better adjusted socially 
tensions, frustrations, and feelings 
depression were reduced. Sister knew 
that they needed more than the normal 
amount help and that she needed 
extra amount preparation. She pre- 
pared give the best! 

The teacher the bright gifted 
children had well equipped with 
energy. She appreciated her group, had 
broad background enrichment ma- 
terial and methods, and was able 
stimulate and inspire those inquiring 
minds. 

The average group was neither rushed 
ahead the gifted nor held back 
the not-so-gifted. They had feeling 
superiority their own group which 
they had not had before. They loved 
competition now that they could come 
out top least once while. 
one likes run race when other 
runners are better equipped win! 


Ten Transfers 

liked our new grouping method. 
There was slight reshuffling first 
grade groups the end the semester 
and very few changes the other 
grades. Although difficult get 
accurate results through testing, 
found that nine times out ten they 
proved correct. The SRA (Science Re- 
search Associates) Mental Ability tests 
give picture the child’s reading 
readiness besides the intelligence quo- 
tient, which forecasts the ultimate abil- 
ity reading. 

thought all parents would 
anxious have their child promoted 
group when was evident 
that could work amid greater com- 
petition. That was not always so. Some 
the parents preferred have Johnny 
remain his present group where 
could more leader than fol- 
lower. Those who were changed were 
able swim with the current. Those 
who were transferred from higher 
lower group were happier when they 
felt sure themselves. 

Sally Johnson was good example 
the latter. She had 124 and 
was placed the bright group. After 
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the first month school, the sparkle 
her eyes disappeared, she became 
nervous and not too happy about school. 
After checking with the school nurse 
and submitting Sally 
physical examination her family doc- 
tor, was discovered that she was par- 
tially deaf and had infected tonsils. 
This, plus obvious speech defect, 
was responsible for her dislike for 
school. The tonsilectomy could not 
performed for least month. Sally 
was transferred the “average group,” 
seated close the front the room, 
and given many opportunities ex- 
press herself gain confidence 
speech. The sparkle came back her 
eyes. Even though she couldn’t hear 
every word that was spoken, she heard 
enough keep with the class. 
Oftentimes, factors other than maturity 
and intelligence enter into child’s abil- 
ity learn. Some day, Sally will 
ready return the bright group. 


Our Method Worked 

What was the final outcome our 
first year experiment? The teachers had 
met the challenge with feeling 
satisfaction; anticipated difficulties were 
minimum. Achievement tests given 
the end the year proved that the 
children rated higher than mixed 
group situation. According class me- 
dians, the bright groups scored year 
ahead the normal grade level; aver- 
age groups, six months ahead; and slow 
groups, two months ahead.

TEACHING THE WHOLE CLASS 


Advantages 


Sometimes reading may taught 
whole class with facility, and explana- 
tions about project may given 
many children satisfactory manner.

basic instructions about the reading 
pedias may given the entire class 
which various children report 
sults project problem may 
room.

Disadvantages 

The reader may recall the old type 
class lesson which each child was 
called upon turn read sentence 
paragraph while the others were 
supposed “keep the place” and listen 
what they had already studied. Such 
class reading was little value any 
and positive harm some because 
engendered inattention frustration. 

This type reading does not provide 
for individual differences. does not 
meet the needs either the gifted 
reader the immature reader the 
same time. For example, grade one, 
average children generally require care- 
ful instruction sight vocabulary, 
phonics, structural analysis, phras- 
ing, and some other basic skills for 
which the immature are unready and 
which gifted readers may not need. Yet, 
some classes all are taught together 
with the result that those the ex- 
tremes are poorly served. The gifted, 
listening explanations that are un- 
necessary for them, lose interest. The 
immature are confused instruction 
which generally not comprehensible 
them. should obvious that 
present children who differ three 
four grade levels reading with the 
same exercises, not appropriate in- 
struction for all members the class. 


Teaching Reading Grouping 

The literature contains varied opin- 
ions concerning grouping. grouping 
useful teaching reading? Gray, after 
reviewing the reading research indicated 
that some form grouping either 
within class among classes secures 
better progress

Flexible Grouping 

Flexible grouping highly desirable 
providing for varying needs and 
changing interests. majority author- 
ities reading highly approve it. 
Grouping should made only after 
careful testing and appraisal. The sim- 
ilar purposes that several children es- 
pouse may reason for grouping 
them together. Children may teamed 
because their similar experiences. 
The instructional levels children, 
determined testing and observation, 
are important grouping them for 
instruction specific skills. The needs 
children are another base for group- 
ing. Five six children may require 
type structural analysis. Eight 
ten others may need study certain 
initial consonant blends such gl, 
and black and blue, glass and glad, 
and fly and flower. these eight ten 
children are not instructed the phonic 
skills they need, they will handi- 


capped. the whole class instructed 
these skills which only the eight 
ten need, and which 
twenty the class have previously ac- 
quired, there will waste time and 
effort. 

The interest level important. Ma- 
ture children not like “baby” books. 
Their interests well their abilities 
must challenged. likely that in- 
terests will change for most children, 
and careful inventory interests 
should made from time time. Li- 
brary work should help individual read- 
ers select books value and appeal.

Grouping children improve com- 
mon deficiency acceptable prac- 
tice.

Encourage Self-Learning 


Self teaching should encouraged.

ting together jigsaw puzzle, which 
requires reading understand and 
follow directions. may wish as- 
semble model boat airplane, and 
must read, comprehend, note 
details, and follow directions precisely. 
may wish select and prepare 
assembly program. This will entail 
using the library and its facilities, per- 
using the indexes and tables contents 
books, skimming through stories 
poems order select the most de- 
sirable item. making 
may necessary study some words 
—their pronunciations and meanings;

fully, critically, and carefully order 
deliver orally the poem story with 
suitable emphasis and pleasant manner.

about well devised program indi- 
vidualized reading properly integrated 
with undifferentiated and group instruc- 
tion. Frequently, however, those who 
try use without consideration 
class instruction grouping cause chil- 
dren waste time waiting for indi- 
when small group 
conferences would serve satisfactorily 


and more economically for each mem-. 


ber the group. teach one child in- 
dividually the structure words 
the soundings when five 
others the class who need such help 
are waiting for that type instruction, 
not the most efficient practice. 
teacher who insists using individual 
instruction for every child class 


all times, loses the value group shar- 
ing and group motivation. should 
never forgotten that individual 
may inspire group and other indi- 
viduals the group; similarly, should 
recognized that groups may inspire 
certain individuals the group 
achieve more completely objectives 
reading. 


SUMMARY 


Shall teach the whole class? Shall 
struction reading? 

The issue not whether use one 
the three undifferentiated class in- 
struction, group instruction, 
vidualized reading instruction exclu- 
sively. The real issue is: when and how 
can each these three types instruc- 
tion utilized develop individual 
reading most effectively? Able teachers 
struction most effective some situa- 
tions; for example, teaching process 
that all require the same time. Most 
prominent experts seem agree that 
flexible grouping highly valuable and 
economical teaching varying numbers 
children accord with their de- 
veloping purposes, requirements, and 
interests. Experienced teachers and su- 
pervisors realize 
reading instruction necessary when 
learner has problem need different 
from that other members class 
group. 

The inescapable conclusion must 
that effective total reading program 
requires appropriate integration 
undifferentiated class reading instruc- 
tion, reading groups, and individual 
reading guidance.

The problem met many ways, 
one which shall explain.

Every sincere teacher wants his class 
advance knowledge, skills, habits, 
and attitudes. This desire often frus- 
trated overcrowded classes where 
children are not grouped according 
ability. Progressive grouping, group- 
ing for units instruction, has 
been called, grouping depth, seems 
successful method overcoming 
this difficulty. 


Compromise 


The common idea grouping 
have three sets lesson plans for 
superior, average, and slow students. 
The same textbook may used for all 
three groups, but each pupil advances 
his own rate, and the teacher gives 
three separate presentations each 
unit. 

Children general, and those 
seventh and eighth grades particular, 
are sensitive placement slow 
group. Yet, teachers know that they 
should provide for individual differences. 
Why not compromise? Teach all the 
children together part the time, al- 
lowing the average and slow learners 
contribute much they can the 
general recitation. 


One Original Presentation 


Let take, example, arith- 
metic lesson ratio and proportion.

Secondary high school education 
the education between the elementary 
school and the college. During great 
part our history was confined 
males, was four years length, and 
was largely college preparatory its 
program. education during the 
period adolescence and its major 
problem provide the knowledge 
and training needed the adolescent. 

our history there have been three 
typical secondary Latin 
grammar school, the academy, and the 
high school. The Latin grammar school 
dominated the colonial and early na- 
tional period, was male and college 
preparatory school. The academy, which 
reached its height about 1850, had 
greatly extended curriculum, admitting 
many vocational and practical subjects, 
and was frequently coeducational. 
offered educational opportunities 
many who had inclination 
college. 

The high school “just growed” during 
the academy period. The many educa- 
tional questions raised concerning are 
thus described Wesley his 
the First Hundred Years: 


“Democratic, untrammeled tradi- 
tion, rooted local situations, sensitive 
popular demands, relatively free 
evolve conditions warranted, they 
began their spectacular rise. While the 
various names, varying numbers 
years work offered, 
purpose make identification and enumer- 
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ation the early high schools nearly 
impossible, probable that there 
were 1850 and about 325 1860. 
Following the Civil War the number 
increased rapidly. 1953 there were 
more than 6000 public high schools with 


Modern Comprehensive Education 


The high school had amazing 
growth particularly during the twentieth 
century. The public high schools doubled 
successive decades and then stabi- 
lized. The Catholic growth thus stated 
Father McKeough, 


“The first accurate statistics our 
Catholic high schools were published 
1921. that time there were 1552 high 
schools and them 129,848 students 
were enrolled. Since then the rate 
increase has been steady and gratifying. 
Even during the war years when the 
public high school enrollment declined, 
that the Catholic high school enroll- 
ment increased. The figures, released 
(1951) the General Secretary 
NCEA, showed that 1948 the number 
Catholic high schools had risen 
2150 and the total enrollment 480,- 
672. Even this number represents only 
about per cent the total age 
group and certainly not more than one 
fourth the Catholic group the 
same age range.” 


The 1959 statistics Catholic edu- 
cation the United States, released this 
year the N.C.E.A., report there are 
2390 Catholic high schools, with total 
enrollment 825,097. The high school 
now not only multiple-curricular, col- 
lege preparatory academic, voca- 
tional, commercial, technical, but 
schools dedicated single curriculum 
field work—academic subjects, 
technical subjects, science, art, music, 
and many others. 


For All Adolescents 

Along with this basic change has oc-

organization. Secondary education has 
been considered the four years, the 
conventional high school (grades

four years high school (grades 
12), and the two years college

certain professor education 
organizes much his teaching around 
issues. defines issue some 
problem, practice about 
which there considerable difference 
opinion. maintains that one’s 
depth understanding educational 
matters very closely related his 
grasp issues the field. 


The Approach 

This professor believes that issues 
are most meaningful when put the 
form questions. While 
may regarded issue, the 
question, “Should boys and girls edu- 
cated together?” brings out differences 
more sharply. 

should regarded issues even 
though there question the 
right answer. For example, “Has man 
free will?” might regarded 
issue because there 
educational literature which assumes 
negative answer. order alert stu- 
dents this erroneous point view, 
and prevent them from being “taken 
unsound educational practices 
based upon it, one should, 
educator, help students become aware 
this issue. 

There are some who maintain that 
real authority any field one who

can see issues where. others cannot, and 
who can resolve these issues terms 
sound knowledge principles. 
There are many who are concerned 
about those who cannot see the real is- 
sue involved controversial problem. 

Whatever one may think about this

one alert differences opinion; 
does help one “read between the 
lines”; does help one detect faulty 
concepts found educational literature 
does help bring out the real differ- 
ences behind educational controversies; 
does help one develop his own 
educational creed, resolves cur- 
rent differences about him terms 
basic facts and principles. 


Issues Catholic Education 
Obviously, the issues Catholic sec- 
ondary education are many. attempt 
made here mention all them, 
quote literature illustrative the 
different positions being taken all 
the issues mentioned. would 
require bibliography longer than this 
article. Rather, illustrative issues are 
raised, and illustrations given differ- 
ent points view each 
attempt made, here, indicate 


the right answers the issues raised. 
The writer hopes that Catholic educa- 
tors will use issues such these 


thoughtfully their own edu- 


cational practices. And that future 
issues this magazine they will raise 
other issues, and will tell why they take 
sides these issues they do. 


What Secondary Education? 

some situations this term means 
grades 9-12 inclusive; some, grades 
6-12; some, grades 6-14

Other Catholic sec- 
ondary schools venture into commercial 
work, industrial arts, and the like, some- 
what comprehensive public high 
schools. Financial considerations pre- 
vent many schools from 
even though school authorities believe 
the practice. This issue suggests the 
related question how much Cath- 
olic schools should co-operate with 
public schools obtaining certain 
services.

Similar divergencies practice 
are found science, mathematics, and 
other areas. Defenders the sepa- 
rate subject approach maintain that 
each high school subject has its own 
discipline, its own method study. 
Defenders the integrated approach 
claim, that subject matter should 
organized around functional units, which 
necessarily cut across traditional subject 
matter boundaries. 


12. What Should Done About 
the Student Who Persistent 
Troublemaker? 

One approach consider only the 
good the student, and weigh heav- 
ily the probable consequences turn- 
ing him from Catholic environment 
one that secular, freighted with 
moral dangers. Another viewpoint 
that any student who does not exem- 
plify his school the expected stand- 
ards conduct should removed, 
lest contaminate other students; and, 
school standards, and not the reverse.

The educator 
admired the one who not only 
runs good school, but who recognizes 
the involved the decisions 
makes for his school, and the principles 
upon which makes these choices. 
Otherwise, what have we? Surely 
not have the awareness 
issues, facts, and principles which should 
characterize well planned educational 
practice.

For the past five years the revolu- 
tion American grade school mathe- 
matics has shared newspaper headlines 
and magazine features with major world 
events. Yet the general public and 
school administrative personnel initially 
and currently continue some- 
what perplexed and confused about the 
details the uprising. This unfortunate 
mental state those who ultimately 
support direct our educational system 
not due lack frequent and 
excellent reporting those responsible 
for promoting the reform policies. 
The lack understanding due par- 
tially the suddenness the revolu- 
tion. has demanded from all parties 
concerned the public, the administra- 
tors, and the critical cur- 
tailment the customary and normal 
adjustment period change staid 
and tradition bound subject like mathe- 
matics. 

All too often, the emphasis pub- 
licizing the innovations the mathe- 
matics curriculum young mathe- 
maticians hurry has been directed 
the content mathematics and the 
new methods teaching mathematics. 
Actually, few readers could understand 
the implications the mathematics dis- 
cussed and even fewer could appreciate 
the significance the basic principles 
involved the padagogy. What was and 
needed most all rational ex- 
planation not for the particular changes 
proposed the mathematics ccurric- 


ulum, but reasonable justification for 
the necessity the change itself. 
any social economic revolution, 
the world mathematics, the task 
persuasion simpler and more effec- 
tive preceded substantial motiva- 
tion. 


Mathematics Prior the 
Twentieth Century 

one century has produced many 
outstanding men the arts and sciences 
did the nineteenth-century. The stu- 
dent mathematics could profitably 
spend ten times score years 
exploring and still not exhaust the ideas 
the works only the following few 
outstanding mathematicians this pe- 
riod: Abel, Boole, Cantor, Dedekind, 
Frege, Bolyai, Grassman, Kro- 
necker, Lie, Riemann, Tchebycheff, 
Weierstrass, Hilbert, Lebesgue, Minkow- 
ski, Peano, Stieltjes, Russell, Whitehead. 
longer would single individual, 
longer would single lifetime suffice 
read, let alone master, all the writings 
these giants the field mathe- 
matics. The scientific era which began 
the seventeenth-century with Galileo, 
Newton, and Descartes was the begin- 
ning the end for the Universal 
Scholar. The society mathematical 
geniuses the eighteenth-century was 
tripled and quadrupled 
teenth-century. How was the twentieth- 
century student cope with the prob- 
lem absorbing the mathematical 
treasures had inherited? How was 


extend his own vision standing 
the shoulders giants when ap- 
peared that could never hope even 
get close them? 

But the mere amount mathematical 
material mastered was only one 
and not the major problem for the 
scholar. After all, mathematics was 
coherent, consistent, and logical system 
reasoning. Beginning with set 
mathematical elements whether they 
numbers, points, spaces and opera- 
tions defined these elements, math- 
ematician with his collection assump- 
tions could hope derive after 
theorem, all the theorems, accumulated 
the storehouse mathematical 
knowledge. Not so! There were now 
almost totally new fields mathemat- 
ics. Like star shell exploded the 
fourth July celebration, not only were 
there horizontal bursts varied and 
resplendent that they dazzled the eyes 
the star-gazing mathematician but 
there was also 
height the newer mathematics. Some- 
how the future student mathematics 
had see, understand, and unify his 
experience the single level develop- 
ment mathematics while climbing 
higher levels and building peaks. 

There was one further obstacle that 
hindered the twentieth-century student 
mathematics from becoming master 
the field. The scientific era was born 
into classical tradition that had just 
adjusted itself comfortably for intel- 
lectual millenium. The 
starts the period were frequently 
possessed with illogical stubbornness 
for their logical systems. Their views 
matter how reasonable the sci- 
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entific texts were unreasonably 
sented the general cultural context. 
The society that bred the new group 
paternal monarchy the family, the 
state, and the Church was suddenly con- 
fused the new leaders with policy 
rugged individualism. Consequently, 
the scientist and his subject became 
some extent suspect. Only the higher 
university level did the scientist and the 
mathematician explore and teach the 
new discoveries. The younger students 
their early formative years were pro- 
tected from the innovations and the 
innovators. The classicists acknowledged 
the new science and mathematics with 
faint praise and generally ostracized the 
scientist and the mathematician. Even 
late the first quarter the 
twentieth-century, there were members 
the old guard whose policy aca- 
demic guidance for students was based 
the conviction that student was 
pursuaded take science and 
mathematics only because could not 
master the classics. For the student, 
contact with the new science and the 
new mathematics came rather late 
his academic career came all. 
With his previous inadequate prepara- 
tion, the student frequently found the 
new mathematics. extremely 
Mathematics acquired unfavorable 
reputation. 

Such was the situation mathematics 
and the status the mathematician 
the turn the present century. Per- 
haps the first and without doubt the 
most powerful voice America chal- 
lenge this viewpoint was Eliakim Hast- 
ings Moore. his presidential address 
1902 before the American Mathe- 
matical the dowager all 
mathematical societies America, 
Moore started campaign for reform 
mathematics. Unlike earlier social re- 
formers, there was extreme tact 
Moore’s proposal with none the 
Savonarola flair. Even the title “On the 
foundations mathematics” did not re- 
veal anything about the nature the 
talk: 


“Do you not feel with that the 
\merican Mathematical Society, the 
organic representative the highest in- 
mathematics this country, 
should directly related with the 
movement reform? And, this end, 
hat the Society, enlarging its member- 
hip the introduction large body 
the strongest teachers mathematics 
the secondary schools should give

iety, Vol. May, 1903, pp. 402-424. 
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continuous attention the question 
improvement education mathe- 
matics institutions all grades. The 
successful execution the reforms pro- 
posed would seem fundamental 
importance the development math- 
ematics this country. 

urge that individuals and organiza- 
tions proceed the consideration 
the general question reform with all 
the related questions detail. 

“All persons who are, 
come, actively interested this move- 
ment reform should some way 
unite themselves order that the plans 
and experience, whether success 
failure, one may immediately 
made available the guidance his 
colleagues.” 

Moore’s clear manifesto unite re- 
mained whispering campaign observed 
and heard solely the hushed conversa- 
tions academic faculty lounges. Only 
after several years did nonconformist, 
vocally bolder professors begin hint 
out loud the necessity curricular 
reforms mathematics from the class- 
room platforms and professional 
magazines and periodicals. 


Our Mathematical Illiterates 
But before enough enthusiasm and 
support could enlisted for effective 
reform considerations, the world was 
plunged into World War Our country 
suddenly found more important defi- 
ciencies than the lack mathematical 
knowledge the then cream the 
nation’s young men. Years comfort- 
able leisure had produced soft and 
flabby youth the upper levels. Years 
sunrise sunset labor the city 
company mills farms had pro- 
duced illiterate group the lower 
levels. These facts were more disturbing 
the eve World War than the 
lack facility with fractions un- 
familiarity with the quadratic formula. 
immediate reform was needed but 
not mathematics. The youth the 
country had physically developed 
and mentally raised point where 
they could understand the ideals for 
which they were being asked die. 
The abnormal four years World 
War bred the superficial gaiety 
the roaring 20’s. College education was 
identified with car, raccoon coat, 
flask, and girl. The classroom was 
mildly supervised therapeutic condition- 
ing unit which students prepared for 
weekend recovered from previous 
one. The strong hearts for reform were 
helpless against the weak minds for the 
status quo. Still somehow enough work 
was quietly being done that ap- 
peared that some changes could in- 
troduced into the existing mathematics. 


However, just the question re- 
vised program the schools began 
develop some general interest, had 
another national set-back the Black 
Friday stock market crash 1929. The 
subsequent depression found our na- 
tion’s youth forced live its days 
CCC camps instead ivy campuses. 
This was period precarious eco- 
nomic stability when the three R’s were 
not half important WPA. 


Pre-World War 

was approximately after 1933 that 
serious talk reform the mathe- 
matics curriculum began receive at- 
tention. The voices were now increasing 
number and volume. Then again the 
cyclic doom which people did not un- 
derstand but whose regularity they had 
come expect, struck once more. This 
time was World War II. World War 
that introduced poisonous gases has 
been described the chemist’s war. 
World War with its atomic bombs 
was physicist’s war. The first war 
did not require great deal mathe- 
matics. The second war found the phys- 
icist and the mathematician working 
side side. All once the country dis- 
covered that the supply both the 
scientists and mathematicians was ex- 
tremely meager. the life 
nation was literally threatened un- 
familiarity with numbers and equations. 

took devastating world war 
break the sound barrier between the 
men the ivory towers and the citizens 
Main Street. Now finally, the men 
the street were forced listen 
reform mathematics. 

Moore, with intuition formed 
years teaching experience, saw that 
the compartmental separation alge- 
bra, geometry, trigonometry, solid ge- 
ometry, etc., was type division that 
makes university office records neat, di- 
rect, and definite. But mathematics, 
this type separation 
illogical, difficult teach, and about 
inspiring the student wet sock 
rainy day. Moore had suggested 
integration mathematics years 
previously integration not only the 
fields pure mathematics but also 
union pure mathematics with applied 
mathematics. 


The Modern Mathematics 

Moore his time was impressed 
the mathematical discoveries the 
eighteenth-century and completely taken 
the mathematics the nineteenth- 
century. This mathematics somehow had 
put into the primary and second- 
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ary school classrooms. Under usual aca- 
demic conditions, Moore’s original 
reforms had gone into effect, the normal 
period for the university mathematics 
filter down into the textbooks the 
lower grades would have required ap- 
proximately years. The present 
so-called Modern Mathematics would 
have been absorbed bit bit into the 
existing mathematics 
tematically and quite gradually. How- 
ever, because the abnormal war and 
depression periods, are now at- 
tempting do, very few years, 
the work Moore had planned for 
half century. Thus, the mod- 
ern mathematics very much the math- 
ematical concepts and ideas the men 
who worked the nineteenth-century. 
The modern methods teaching math- 
ematics are very much the adaptation 
university pedagogy the primary 
and secondary levels. 


Present Trends 

Major reorganization the mathe- 
matics curriculum America began 
the secondary level about 1950. 
few years later, programs were devised 
and tried experimentally the primary 
level. present there are approximately 
six groups working revision the 
content and methodology elementary 
mathematics and about groups that 
are working the junior and senior 
high school levels. attempt being 
made all levels present content 
mathematics interestingly, awaken 
enthusiasm for mathematics among 
gifted students, and display 
satisfying and humanly meaningful ac- 
tivity. The following only brief 
sketch some the mathematical 
material and proposed for the 
new mathematics curriculum. The cur- 
ricular reforms are contemplated for 
all grades from grade grade 12. 


Kindergarten: The introduction in- 
tuitive geometry some the 
geometry found the first book 
Euclid. Some algebra the simplified 
form open sentences. Introduction 
and operations with numbers previously 
taught the higher levels, e.g. frac- 
tions. 

Grades Materials are being pre- 
pared here that children can discover 
mathematical patterns 
from series carefully planned ex- 
ercises. Frequently, the student con- 
fronted with problem situation which 
has resolve. 

Grades 5-7: Introduction more 
proach algebra. Stress placed 
the language, definitions, and basic con- 
critical year for the student. Interest 
primary importance here. The math- 


ematics curriculum must satisfy the 
student’s creative curiosity. 


Grade Presentation algebra 
mathematical structure. Most the 
working material here concerned with 
the unifying concept set. The study 
relations forms major portion 
the student’s activity. 


Grades 9-11: integrated program 
mathematics involving algebra, ge- 
ometry, trigonometry, 
plane and solid geometry. Expansion 
the concept set and introduction 
the concept function. Mathe- 
matical skills and facts are considered 
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writing groups has appeared pamphlet 
form loose-leaf form. This for 
many school systems appears 
hard-bound books the past. Whatever 
the motivation for the hard-bound 
books, the future principal school 
and the superintendent school sys- 
tem will have consider seriously the 
possibility some the newer forms. 
There advantage educationally 
from textbooks whose physical life span 
rather limited. perhaps one

but more attention given the basic 
concepts and mathematical structures 
which provide the logical framework 
for the facts. 

Grade 12: Two choices curric- 
ulum are presented here. The more 
mathematically mature, especially those 
college bound, will all probability 
take introductory course the cal- 
culus. alternate curriculum could 
fashioned the topics probability 
and statistical inference more 
advanced treatment functions (ex- 
metric). 

spite the large amount ex- 
perimental material available from the 
various writing groups, definite text- 
book for any the grades has yet 
appeared the market. Much the 
material will serve model and di- 
rective for the classroom textbook au- 
thors the future. Some the ma- 
terial will used for the in-service 
training teachers. Practically all 
the material useful ready ‘source 
contemporary mathematics until the 
appearance more formal texts. 

One fact should perhaps added and 
emphasized here. Past experimental 
mathematical material from the various 


the simplest ways introduce new 
material into existing curriculum. 
unfortunate that many instances 
the covers book and not the con- 
tent have dictated the course instruc- 
tion mathematics. 


Future Developments: Students 

Many the new programs mathe- 
matics are currently aimed the math- 
ematically talented student. The em- 
phasis necessity since nationally 
are still faced with shortage com- 
petent mathematicians. time goes 
and more groups join the work 
revising and preparing materials 
mathematics, curriculum most effec- 
tive for each class students will 
developed. The following indicative 
future policies with regard student 
placement: 


There will some type indi- 
vidual talent grouping among students. 
Release time from classes and extracur- 
ricular duties will given teachers 
who instruct more advanced classes. Per- 
haps some modified tutorial system will 
instituted for the gifted collabora- 
tion with the instructional staff neigh- 
boring colleges and universities. the 
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extreme form student specialization, 
regional schools may set for each 
bracket. 

Mathematical ability testing will 
explored and developed that tal- 
ented youngsters can spotted early 
and given opportunities develop along 
scientific and mathematical lines. 

More mathematics will de- 
manded all major curriculum revi- 
sions. Students are increasingly faced 
with mathematical situations 
jects which previously were taught 
purely descriptive plane. under- 
standing mathematics rapidly be- 


Progress teacher training has been 
slow but steadily the increase. 
short classification the problems 
teacher training given below: 


Experienced teachers present 
school systems are doubly handicapped 
their attempts upgrade their pro- 
fessional standing and proficiency 
mathematics. (1) They have lost 
some extent the flexibility needed 
meet and appreciate the challenge 
change the newer curriculum for 
mathematics. (2) Many teachers have 


future. effective teacher must know 
not only how teach but also have 
something teach. 

Teacher colleges for the immediate 
future will lean heavily the co-opera- 
tion university staff members the 
special disciplines science and mathe- 
matics. Eventually, some schools 
education will have staff competent 
teacher-research mathematicians and sci- 
entists their own. Perhaps the sim- 
plest solution here have the schools 
education share the staff members 
the science and mathematics depart- 
ments.

coming necessity not only for those 
the strict physical sciences but also 
for those who are lead intelligent 
life technological society. 


Future Developments: Teachers 

The shortage competent teachers 
for the contemporary mathematics 
both the primary and secondary levels 
extremely critical. Many the newer 
programs prepared the national 
private writing groups mentioned above 
require more preparation 
ground mathematics than the average 
teacher possesses. the beginning, in- 
dividual projects assumed the responsi- 
bility for teacher training the par- 
ticular course materials. 
various federal and private organiza- 
tions have taken active interest (con- 
tributing time and money) the prep- 
aration teachers for the effective 
teaching science and mathematics. 
The National Science Foundation can 
singled out the major contributor 
the upgrading teacher training 
mathematics and all the sciences the 
elementary and junior and senior high 
schools. 
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been away from formal course work 
mathematics for many years that ad- 
justment the study new material 
rather difficult. some cases, the 
results several years hard scho- 
lastic effort disappointingly ineffective 
for any immediate lasting effect 
their class room teaching. 

apparent that colleges and uni- 
versities will have assume more re- 
sponsibility the future preparation 
and training teachers mathematics 
and science. New courses meet cur- 
rent needs mathematics and science 
must established specifically for the 
teachers primary secondary 
schools. present this being done 
some extent year year basis 
dependent federal grants private 
contributions. the future, such 
teacher training programs must become 
part the general policy the 
university. Departments science and 
mathematics will have provide not 
just temporary 
teacher training the present emer- 
gency, but make such courses part 
the regular offerings the department. 

The mathematics curriculum 
teachers presently studying the vari- 
ous teacher colleges will have re- 
vised. The professional educator such 
schools and the research mathematician 
and scientist must work team the

Future Developments: Administrators 

The general program teacher train- 
ing indirectly aimed administrators 
school systems. most instances, 
the administrator any and every level 
quite willing co-operate with pro- 
grams for the improvement the 
school curriculum competent staff 
hand implement the proposed 
reforms. unfortunate that, with 
the increased enrollment the schools 
and the extra responsibilities placed 
teachers, administrators are reluctant 
spare teachers for many the spe- 
cial training courses mathematics and 
science. Without trained staff, more 
harm than good can come from injudi- 
cious experimenting with the newer 
course materials mathematics and sci- 
ence. some few instances, administra- 
tors are still unaware the full 
implication the contemporary math- 
ematics and the newer their 
school systems. Such deficiencies are 
gradually being removed active 
policy higher level indoctrination 
special seminars and 
administrators. 
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Social Program: Boston College 
Mathematics Institute 

Descriptions several the na- 
tional programs concerned with curric- 
ulum changes and teacher training can 
found the standard educational 
journals the specialized mathe- 
matics and science periodicals. Since 
there are many features common all 
these projects, rather detailed outline 
given here the Boston College 
Mathematics Institute. 

The Boston College Mathematics In- 
stitute was organized 1953. Originally, 
program modern mathematics was 
planned the college level for mathe- 
matics majors the freshman and 
sophomore classes the college 
liberal arts and sciences. The main ob- 
jectives the program were: 


The introduction the new termi- 
nology and unifying concepts modern 
mathematics that mathematics could 
studied coherent structure rather 
than series interesting but unre- 
lated manipulations. 


The preparation series in- 
tegrated textbooks modern mathe- 
matics that would suitable 
foundation for rigorous course the 
advanced calculus. 


Preliminary text material 
pared, revised from year year, and 
taught the classes during the years 
1953-57. study the work im- 
proving the college curriculum was made 
during the year The experience 
with freshman and sophomore classes 
from the fall 1953 June, 1957, 
indicated that: 


Incoming freshmen from various 
high schools had very little any back- 
ground modern mathematical termi- 
nology and the basic concepts mathe- 
matics. 


The new approach mathematics 
structure and the emphasis the 
concepts mathematics (as well 
the manipulations and skills mathe- 
matics) were almost totally foreign 
the thinking habits the students. 


was obvious once that the stu- 
dents were not completely fault for 
their deficiencies. They had been taught 
high school teachers who had either 
time (because the teaching load 
and extracurricular activities) keep 
with modern mathematical trends 
who were not aware the available op- 
portunities for studying modern mathe- 
matics. result the departmental 
curriculum study and experience, two- 
fold policy was adopted: 

The incoming college 


would continue receive some elements 
modern mathematics. 


active program was initiated 
whose goal was the re-education 
high school teachers the elements 
modern mathematics. 


Teachers’ Workshop 


The first step the re-education 
high school teachers mathematics was 
summer workshop 1957. The pri- 
mary goal the workshop was con- 
vince the teachers that serious changes 
the mathematics curriculum were not 
only contemplated the national level 
but some cases were already effect. 
The sponsored 
known mathematicians and curriculum 
directors who indicated and discussed 
not only the direction but aiso the scope 
the proposed changes the new 
mathematics curriculum. The selling job 
was effective. The teachers were con- 
vinced. Something had done and 
done hurry. The experience with 
the teachers the summer workshop 
indicated that there were many prob- 
lems connected with any contemplated 
curriculum change and re-education 
the teachers. Some the major prob- 
lems are listed below: 


Courses modern mathematics 
aimed only teacher education, though 
useful, were not sufficient. The teachers 
were still teaching traditional textbooks 
the classrooms and whatever personal 
information was gained the institute 
would not could not used once 
the classrooms. 

Text material had prepared 
which would incorporate the modern ap- 
proach algebra, geometry, trigonom- 
etry, analytic geometry, and analysis. 

Even after the text material was 
prepared, there was the problem con- 
vincing superintendents, principals, and 
chairmen departments that the ma- 
terial should put into the classrooms. 

Parents had assured that 
their children would not placed 
disadvantage enrolling the modern 
mathematics courses. practice, this 
meant that the students who took the 
modern mathematics should capable 
taking and favorably passing the 
College Board Examinations. 


the light the above problems, 
the Mathematics Institute proceeded 
slowly, cautiously, and with some com- 
promises. preliminary text: Sets, Op- 
erations, and Patterns was prepared and 
aimed approximately the ninth grade 
level. The teachers experimented their 
classes with the material. the basis 
their suggestions, portions the text 
were revised and more material added. 
present, some schools with ap- 
proximately 1400 students have tried 
the material one form another. 

Experience with the teachers the 


Institutes indicated rather conclusively 
that the high school teachers who at- 
tended teacher training programs 
mathematics were interested primarily 
in: 


Modern mathematics courses which 
could become integral part the 
high school curriculum without intro- 
ducing any drastic changes the school 
teaching personnel exerting undue 
pressures the administrative structure 
the school system. 

Modern mathematics courses which 
would increase and develop the profes- 
sional competence the teacher not 
only for direct teaching the classroom 
but also for the direction the superior 
students private study, extra-curricu- 
lar projects, guidance, and future careers 
mathematics. 

Modern mathematics courses which 
would suitable for the teaching 
modern physics courses, since many 
teachers were responsible for both sub- 
jects either formally the class in- 
formally discussions with students. 


The above objectives are being met 
some extent the series text ma- 
terials prepared the Boston College 
Mathematics Institute. The textbook: 
Sets, Operations, and Patterns will ap- 
pear four courses, each course with 
approximately three parts. The four 
courses are intended for grades 10, 
The textbook for grade will 
introductory course the calculus. The 


development used the 


text material: 


give the student opportunity 
exercise some personal imagination 
and creativity the learning mathe- 
matics, 

make break from the tradi- 
tional and somewhat dogmatic approach 
the study mathematics, 

allow the student some 
reading mathematics himself. The text 
written such detail that the student 
grades 10, would need only 
occasional assistance from the teacher. 


The policy the Boston College 
Mathematics Institute can summa- 
rized the following: 

Mathematics should taught 
give the student appreciation 
the natural origin and evolutionary 
growth the basic mathematical ideas. 

Mathematics should taught 
give the student critical logical atti- 
tude and wholesome respect for cor- 
rect reasoning and precise definition. 

Mathematics should taught 
give the student understanding 
the role mathematics one 
the major branches human endeavor 
and its relations with other branches 
the accumulated wisdom the human 
race. 
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red-hot issues the Presidential campaign should stimulate

ally defined statement the party’s 
principles and policies, broad program 
that the party proposes carry out 
its candidate elected.

Function the Platform 

The function the platform trans- 
lating principle into practice neces- 
sity limited and its contribution small, 
but not insignificant.

The latter make the content 
the political party platforms and are 
far the more difficult task. But, the 
former represents the parties’ primary 
interest and immediate concern during 
the political campaign. The parties are 
interested the election their candi- 
date and this end seek formulate 
platforms that will serve mobilize 
majorities. 

the framing the platform, the 
party feels the impact countless indi- 
viduals and numerous pressure groups 
varied and conflicting interests. These 
groups are not concerned with public 
policy whole but with the aims 
their special constituencies.

Promises and Deeds 

When major party adopts plat- 
form its national convention, chooses 
presidential candidate, and later elects, 
not only its President, but possibly 
large majority the members the 
Congress, not wondered that 
the public would expect that certain 
principles set forth the party plat- 
form would not only guide Congress, 
but would also have the active and pas- 
sive support the Chief Executive. 
platform promises are not 
readily, and the party, would 
expected, accused failing serve 
public opinion responsively. 

survey the content the politi- 
cal party platform any election year 
could not fail reveal that one 
could realistically expect all its pledges 
redeemed, even all the members 
the party were formally favor 
the issues. Many party platforms pre- 
sent conflicting promises 
well issues which are not subject 
political control, which brought 
under political influence would necessi- 
tate extension that control into 
areas individual freedom. 

The formulation public policy 
admittedly very difficult, involving many 
and complex problems the solution 
which members within party are 
not always agreement. Legislation is, 
after all, the most effective instrument 
public policy, and yet votes public 
measures are means always cast 
party lines. Parties not always 
insist the exercise control over 
the decisions their members Con- 
gress. Again, our public bills are sub- 
mitted committees for deliberation, 
and the members these groups are 
representatives both parties. Legisla- 
tion often quite delayed and fre- 
quently the result non-partisan 
voting. 


Principles More Important 

This consideration together with facts 
concerning the method formulating 
the platforms might lead the conclu- 
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sion that the platform functions merely 
release opinion and ideas 
individuals and pressure groups. Reflec- 
tion, however, the observations which 
this study has brought light, gives 
reason for different point view 
the platform’s significant function. 

The party platform serves dis- 
seminate, though broadly stated 
way, the party’s principles all the 
people. brings the citizenry face 
face with great public questions vital 
concern the individual and the 
people whole. invites and stimu-

lates the people open discussion, 
the presence all the people, great 
issues before the country. Through par- 
ticipation such discussion, the citizen 
becomes enlightened these current 
problems, and their relationships. 
reflects the problems, and comes 
realize that their solution may 
have voice and influence. 

Thus, the platform pronouncements 
party principles which, has been 
seen, reflect the opinions political 
leaders, influential individuals, and vari- 
ous interest groups, and for the most 


part present piecemeal array issues 
rather than program policy, serve 
mold the people’s opinion public 
issues. Public opinion not spurious 
process but reflective process. Once 
molded, may organized and 
become ruling power. The platform’s 
impact public policy would seem 
the initiation this reflective 
process which eventually leads the 
the conduct public affairs, and this 
accomplishment the platform’s service 
one vital significance.

idency. The problem raise this 
abeve the level purely partisan con- 
siderations. 

One mistaken notion the attitude 
the Church somehow party 
group itself. too easy for Catholics, 
offended real and imagined slights 
against the Church, take the 
idea that the religious question na- 
tional politics question the 
Church against the non-Catholics. Such 
simplistic and erroneous view should 
exposed intelligent discussion. Stu- 


dents can encouraged bring 


paper clippings into discuss 
their fairness interpreting Catholic 
reactions the religious issue. fruit- 
ful source for this material can well 
the local diocesan paper. 


Explain Religious Tolerance 

Another point presenting itself log- 
ically any such discussion would 
the Church’s position religious toler- 
ance. The students should understand 
what criticisms the Church there are, 
why they are made, and above all, 


what the mind the Church itself 
this point. The 
vertical file should supply the teacher 
with statements the American Hier- 
archy that touch upon political ques- 
tions and upon the relations between 
the Church and State America. 
study Pope Pius XII’s speech the 
Italian Jurists, which can obtained 
inexpensively from Catholic Action Re- 
prints (University Dayton, Reprint 
No. 116) would valuable exercise 
for the students. this speech the late 
Holy Father reviewed the norms the 
Church concerning tolerance. 

Above all, the Catholic student must 
not allowed meet bigotry and mis- 
taken notions Church re- 
treating purely negative attitudes 
toward non-Catholic critics the 
Church, they sincere otherwise. 
there any other answer bigotry 
and misunderstanding than charity, the 
Church does not know it. solu- 
tion ape the misguided unprinci- 
pled attacks upon those not our faith. 
reactions are subversive the 
very heart true politics, which 
the virtue prudence. the students 
cannot brought understand that 
prudence and charity are absolutely es- 
sential these questions, their educa- 
tion has. failed them: (or they have 
failed co-operate with it). 

For these reasons, would profit- 
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able introduce the students the 
fact that anti-Catholicism not 
isolated thing, politically 
speaking. They should shown that 
bigotry contagious attacks other 
minority groups hand-in-hand with 
attacks upon the Church, and often stem 
from the same sources. Along these 
lines, statements various members 
the Hierarchy can used good 
effect. example the forthright 
statement Archbishop Karl Alter 
Cincinnati anti-Semitism, made 
January, 1960. regular reading the 
diocesan press will soon produce use- 
ful file clippings and texts this 
and allied topics.

Among the children, had never 
tasted small yellow tomatoes before this 
class experience, had never tasted 
raw green pepper, had never tasted 
cucumbers, had never eaten raw cab- 
bage, had never tasted cauliflower, 
and only few had ever tasted the red 
sweet pepper. Everyone had eaten ap- 
ples, previously. 

the class situation, all the children 
were willing taste these foods which 
many had never eaten before. Everyone 
was imbued with the adventure eat- 
ing; was contagious.

FUNDAMENTAL RIGHT American citizens that 
freedom choice education. Since the establishment 
the public school system the middle the nineteenth cen- 
tury, America has been committed dual system educa- 
tion public and non-public. This the American tradition; 
this the American pattern. means the dual edu- 
cational pattern that Americans preserve the right choose 
the kind education they desire for their children. the 
preservation this basic right, important for our freedoms, 
the nation owes debt gratitude the Catholic people for 
their establishment and maintenance the Catholic school 
system, which represents approximately per cent non- 
public education this country. Without the Catholic school 
system the state would have near monopoly education, 
with the consequent dangers that arise from such monopoly. 

This Catholic school system, much part the American 
tradition, has established itself the American scene and has 
obtained great respect and support. The Catholic people are, 
present, contributing almost billion annually for its 
maintenance. This figure does not include the tremendous in- 
vestment buildings and equipment. When one observes the 
present crisis education, one cannot but struck the 
fact how greatly this crisis would aggravated were 
not for the Catholic school system. the American people 
through taxation were forced erect the thousands 
classrooms now the Catholic school system and furnish 
the thousands teachers, would indeed have crisis. 


Parents Demand Catholic Schools 

That the Catholic school system has won its place Amer- 
ican life evident the rate its growth. For comparative 
figures, the growth between the end World War II, 1945, 
and the year which the latest statistics are available, 1959, 
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might used. 1945, Catholic elementary and secondary 
schools enrolled 2,507,501 students. 1959, these schools 
enrolled 5,087,197 growth more than 102 per 
cent. This rate growth remarkable, considering that the 
comparable growth the public school system during these 
same years was approximately per cent. Various factors 
contributed this rate growth. cannot denied that 
the general prosperity the nation played great part. This 
prosperity, which was coupled with rise the economic 
and social status Catholics, enabled the Catholic people 
build and maintain the schools they had long desired. Another 
factor found the increase sensitivity spiritual 
things, the so-called religiosity the post-war era. Since the 
people were more conscious spiritual matters, their desire 
for schools with religious orientation grew. further factor 
one that found the judgment made many 
concerning the quality education. The adherence Cath- 
olic schools traditional approaches education and resist- 
ance the extremes the progressive philosophy educa- 
tion gained for them great respect. enumerating the factors 
involved the growth the Catholic schools, one the 
most influential was that large numbers graduates Cath- 
olic schools, upon becoming parents, recognized the value 
the education they had received, and desired the same educa- 
tion for their own children. While all these factors, with 
the addition the exploding birth rate, contributed the 
dramatic increase Catholic education, this last one seems 
have been primary importance. With this evidence, 
cannot denied that Catholic education has been received 
enthusiastically this country and that there ample evidence 
the desire large group Americans send their chil- 
dren schools with religious affiliation. 
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More and More Lay Teachers 

This rate growth, dramatic is, has brought with 
perplexing problems for Catholic authorities and school ad- 
ministrators. The day which sermons insisting the law 
concerning Catholic education were heard the pulpit 
day that has passed. Now the sermons are being preached 
from the pews. The Catholic people are demanding Catholic 
education for their children, demanding rate seemingly 
impossible meet. The statistics the year period deline- 
ate the problems. For example, 1945, Catholic secondary 
schools were staffed 21,563 religious teachers and 3032 
lay teachers; 1959, there were 31,280 religious teachers 
and 9428 lay teachers. the elementary schools 1945, there 
were 56,740 religious and 3007 lay teachers; 1959, there 
were 77,172 religious and 25,450 lay teachers. The tremendous 
increase the number lay teachers has added the finan- 
cial burden the schools. There every reason believe 
that this increase will continue, with consequent financial 
problems. The present ratio the elementary and secondary 
schools one lay teacher every three religious. 
believed that within the present decade this ratio will become 
one lay teacher for every two religious and that the 1970’s 
the situation will reversed and there will one religious 
every two lay teachers.

The statistics the number schools reveal yet other 
problems. 1945, there were 2128 secondary schools and 8097 
elementary schools, total 10,225. 1959, there were 2390 
secondary schools and 10,278 elementary schools, total 
12,668. When realize that this represents increase 
the number schools approximately per cent while the 
increase enrollment was over 102 per cent, can see the 
reason for problems. This situation evidences the increasing 
urbanization the Catholic population, with the imposition 
relatively few parishes the task maintaining ex- 
tremely large schools. This true especially the elementary 
level. the high school level mitigated, somewhat, 
the creation large central high schools supported multi-

parishes. The entire process demands new look our 


methods financing education. 

Another problem raised comparison the statistics 
pupil-teacher ratio. 1945, the ratio teachers pupils 
was 1:30; 1959, the ratio was 1:35. While some educators 
not regard students classroom being excessive, 
national average, this certainly indicates that many school 
systems the number students per teacher far excess 
35. There may debate concerning the recommendations 
made the National Education Association and others 
the number students any classroom, but certainly 
there can debate when that number increases beyond 
certain level. There are limits the number students 
any teacher able effectively teach. Decreasing the pupil- 
teacher ratio certainly will mean added expense for Catholic 
education. 


Financial Reorganization Needed 

Implications these problems are many. would seem 
that the increasing incidence lay teachers and the concen- 
tration pupils large schools within single parishes demand 
serious consideration the proposal made Father Neil 
McCluskey, S.J., respect school financing. Our traditional 
pattern local support, meaning support the local parish, 
longer realistic. Father McCluskey suggests that this 
must give way central financing with actual taxation 
system throughout the diocese. This is, some extent, 
radical suggestion. However, look over the develop- 
ments the past twenty years respect such matters 
charities and seminary funds, would seem that the suggestion 
not radical might appear. Undoubtedly, since the 
parish school closely allied pastoral responsibility and 
since the centralization financing inevitably will result 
greater centralization control, there will resistance 
this concept. However, recognizing the cultural, social and 
economic developments our society, there seems 
other way which would able, adequately and justly, 
maintain our 

The same factor the number lay teachers, coupled 
with the necessity educating more and more pupils, will 
compel re-evaluate the suggestion made Bishop 
Lawrence Shehan, tentatively, and Father McCluskey, 
absolutely, that concentrate our education certain levels. 
may well for very large archdioceses insist the 
traditional twelve-year program. These archdioceses usually 
contain within themselves the motherhouses several large 
communities sisters. They are thus able obtain religious 
teachers more readily than others. However, cannot afford 
look this matter from parochial point view. The 
very mobility our population demands regional and

Also, 
must not content with the mere expansion the Catholic 
schools system. Catholic education has established itself 
the basis providing better education. could lose all 
the gains the past fifty years neglecting improvement 
allowing our standards deteriorate. 


Re-evaluate Catholic Philosophy Education 

Finally, seems imperative that Catholic thinkers re-evalu- 
ate the Catholic philosophy education. There can 
standing still education. The fact that things have been done 
certain way, that the past have identified the goals 
education certain manner, does not mean that things 
should done the same way today that the goals should 
remain the same. All American education needs clarifica- 
tion its philosophy. incumbent upon Catholic education 
give leadership the nation the development this 
philosophy. doing, may well that some the 
problems enumerated above will alleviated; for example, 
the lack coherent philosophy education has led 
the imposition the schools tasks that not belong 
the schools. Under clearly stated philosophy, each element 
society would assume the task proper it. 


Changing College Patterns 


the discussion thus far concentration has been upon 


elementary and secondary schools. Let now turn the 
colleges and universities. The 1959 statistics reveal that the 
Catholic colleges and universities the United States number 
231. (This figure does not include the Diocesan Teachers 
Colleges and Normal Training Schools.) The colleges and 
universities, present, enroll 285,654 students. inter- 
esting note that the colleges for men there are 4036 
religious teachers and 11,770 lay teachers. the colleges for 
women there are 4521 religious teachers and only 2673 lay 
teachers. Undoubtedly, the major reason for the difference 
the religious-lay teacher ratio lies the fact that the men’s 
colleges include our great universities which lay teachers 
must, necessity, comprise large part the faculty, espe- 
cially professional schools. 

look upon the college and university picture the 
United States, are struck the fact that only eight years 
ago more students were attending private colleges than were 
attending those under public auspices. Today the picture 
changed. Sixty per cent college students are now public 
institutions and only per cent private institutions. This 
trend, coupled with the increasing financial difficulties confront- 
ing private colleges, first glance gives reason for optimism 
concerning the future. The concern the nation the mo- 
ment for higher education, due the international crisis, 
adding the burdens the colleges. The salaries that must 
paid order secure adequate staff are drastically 
increasing. The concentration science means the acquisition 
expensive new equipment. The proliferation knowledge 
has radically increased the cost stocking libraries and main- 
taining them. These things, together with the mounting cost 
construction, are presenting difficult problems for the 
colleges. 

the above implications, can, perhaps, find reason 
not for pessimism but for cautious optimism. The increase

inevitable. However, not necessarily trend without end. 
Already governors and state legislatures are becoming alarmed 
over the increased costs higher education the states. Some 
them, for example California, have perceived that the state 
would save money were channel more its students 
into private institutions. For the state provide scholarships 
not only the public institutions but the private ones 
well would much less costly than for the state indefinitely 
expand the facilities public institutions. There reason 
believe that this realistic approach will broadened and 
that the private institutions will continue enroll consider- 
able college students. Another implication rising 
from the problems presented and from the great demand for 
higher education evident the tendency the part 
Catholic colleges and universities raise standards. Colleges 
and universities longer are searching for students. They 
are able selective. Only many places are available, 
and these tend filled with those who are willing meet 
higher standards. 


Accreditation for Seminaries 

Any discussion Catholic education should not neglect the 
seminaries preparing the clergy. Not only are the clergy, 
general, responsible for the conducting men’s colleges, the 
administration diocesan systems education, and the 
pastoral care necessary parish schools, but increasing 
degree even the diocesan clergy are finding themselves invoived 
the actual work teaching the schools. The seminaries 
cannot ignore these developments within society. Whereas 
they have heretofore tended exist self-sufficient, self- 
contained units, existing primarily for training pastoral 
work, they must now conceive themselves being part 
the vast Catholic educational system. That they are becom- 
ing alert their responsibility evidenced the trend 
toward accreditation. also evidenced the current con- 
cern with seminary curricula and teacher training. Furthermore, 
Catholic authorities are becoming increasingly disturbed over 
the rising number very small seminaries, small 
lack the necessary facilities for the education the clergy 
our age. the seminaries that must look for our 
leadership the future. The type education offered the 
seminaries will the determinant that leadership. 


Look the Future 

look the next decade, there are certain predictions 
that many educators are making. respect elementary and 
secondary education, might predict that the expansion, 
dramatically evident the past years, will continued 
but much slower rate. This would particularly true 
regard elementary education. Whether authorities desire 
not, seems inevitable that there will greater con- 
centration upon the secondary level. the religious orders 
women train their personnel more highly, and they 
recognize the high school fertile source of*vocations, they 
are apt devote themselves the secondary schools. 
great extent this will happen, not because any careful 
study regarding the effectiveness the secondary schools 
the elementary school for Catholic education, but rather, 
will happen for pragmatic reasons. This trend may good 
bad. Generally speaking, sad that should happen 
without adequate study and without thorough planning. 
can also predict, was mentioned earlier, that the number 
lay teachers the elementary and secondary schools will 
increase relation the religious teachers. 


Greater Authority for Superintendent 
The accumulated weight all the problems necessarily 


must result greater centralization authority the office 
the diocesan superintendency schools. The Catholic school 
system exists competitive situation. The increasing com- 
plexity education and the great improvement public 
education demand that our diocesan systems become, truly 
systems, and that they become systems with the best profes- 
sional leadership. This means that the office the diocesan 
superintendency must up-graded respect both the 
preparation its personnel and its status within the diocese. 
The increased demands that will made upon our laity for 
support and the recognition long overdue the teaching 
profession, especially represented the teaching Sisters, 
will necessitate that both the profession and the laity given 
greater voice educational policy making. The trend, evi- 
dent the reorganization the archdiocesan school board 


Cincinnati wherein equal representation given the clergy, 
laity, and the teaching profession, will accelerated and will 
found not only the diocesan level but the local level. 
the solution the multiple problems confronting Catholic 
elementary and secondary education, must not omit mention 
the Sister Formation Conference. The work this Confer- 
ence has been one the most dramatic developments 
Catholic education since its inception. giving true status 
and dignity the teaching Sister and, the years on, 
should prove dynamic force for better education. All Catholic 
educators and the Catholic people should grateful for the 
work the Sister Formation Conference. Since the teaching 
sisterhoods are the mainstay our system, their efforts toward 
self-improvement cannot but improve the entire system. 


Raising College Standards 


the college and university, can look for little 
increase the number our institutions. Many years will 
pass before will able staff manner satisfactory 
ourselves the colleges have. Undoubtedly, these colleges 
will increase their own enrollment but the tendency will 
improve what have rather than create new institu- 
tions. rather interesting prediction the part some 
Catholic authorities that, the colleges for women, the 
ratio religious lay teachers will not just remain the 
same but will increase. The teaching communities women 
are sending more and more their members obtain doctoral 
degrees, and will not long before these will returning 
staff the colleges. the contrary, the colleges for men, 
the prediction that the already great disparity between the 
religious and lay teachers will increase. While today there 
are almost three lay teachers every religious, within ten 
years this ratio will most probably become six lay teachers 
for each religious. Also, look into the future concerning 
the colleges, can expect drastic raising standards. The 
criticisms enunciated Monsignor John Tracy Ellis and 
Father John Cavanaugh have spurred action this regard. 
Catholic colleges and universities with Catholic people reaching 
for full intellectual maturity will find possible and necessary 
raise standards. 


Crucial Period Growth 


look upon Catholic education the beginning 1960, 
there every reason proud that which has been 
accomplished. There every reason confident the 
future. However, there reason for complacency. have 
reached period that crucial for our school system. 
essential that Catholic educators and Catholic leaders give 
serious thought the future our schools. The Church 
America has more invested terms money and personnel 
the schools than any other endeavor. This vast system 
must become truly system. Certain elements parochialism 
that are inhibiting the well-being the schools must 
eliminated. There must recognition the necessity for 
regional and national planning education. There must 
continued recognition that the schools are not only arm 
the Church but that they bear responsibility the state 
and the child provide the very best education. Only 
take cognizance all these things will the schools 
progress, will they give leadership the nation, and will the 
salvation souls, which the ultimate aim their existence, 
attained.

THE CLASSICAL Biblical story 
stressing the necessity and importance 
delegating can read Exodus 
(Chapter Jethro, the priest 
Madian and father-in-law Moses, 
came Moses the desert where 
was camped the Mountain God. 
Jethro stood beside Moses throughout 
the day Moses sat judgment re- 
solving controversies which arose among 
the people. Moses showed the people 
the precepts God and His laws, thus 
serving reconcile people and resolve 
differences. Moses administered directly 
without benefit delegation chain 
command. Jethro said: “The thing 
thou doest not good. Thou art spent 
with foolish labour, both thou and this 
people that with thee: the business 
above thy strength, thou alone canst 
not bear (Exod. 

And then Jethro recommended 
system administration—of delega- 
its widespread application every 
organized group this very day. 
Jethro’s principle delegation key 
principle recognized all students 
administration. 

Jethro advised Moses thus: “Be thou 
the people those things that per- 
tain God, bring their words 
him: and show the people the cere- 
monies and the manner worshipping, 
and the way wherein they ought walk, 
and the work that they ought do. 
And provide out all the people able 
men, such fear God, whom there 
truth, and that hate avarice, and 
appoint them rulers thousands, and 
hundreds, and fifties, and tens. 
Who may judge the people all times: 
and when any great matter soever shall 
fall out, let them refer to. thee, and 
let them judge the lesser matters only: 
that may lighter for thee, the 
burden being shared out unto others” 
(Exod. 18:19-22). 

And are told, reflecting the 
advice his kinsman, Moses did choose 
“able men out all Israel,” appointing 
them rulers over thousands, over hun- 


dreds, over fifties, over tens, and they 
administered the nation proportion 
the authority and responsibility dele- 
gated them, referring Moses only 
those cases greater difficulty reserved 
him. 


Keystones Management 

this Biblical episode can identi- 
fied least five principles which have 
become accepted the keystone 
good organization. They are: 

The “span control” principle, 
which refers the limit the number 
positions that can coordinated 
single executive. 

The scaler principle, the verti- 
cal division authority, 
quently referred the “chain 
command” principle based military 
parlance. 

The “unity principle, 
which emphasizes that everyone 
organization should know whom 
reports and who reports him. 

Authority should delegated 
far down the line possible. 

Responsibility should coupled 
with corresponding authority. 

Delegation always refers delegation 
authority and responsibility. every 
society, every grouping people en- 
gaged common cause seeking 
common objective, observe order 
ranked leaders rulers. are 
familiar with these hierarchial relation- 
ships although not frequently 
allude them such, pastor and 
assistants; superiors and subjects; prin- 
cipals, assistant principals and teachers. 
The distinguishing feature these 
hierarchial relationships that these 
always consist authority and respon- 
Bishops, major 
religious superiors, and principals all 
recognize that they cannot themselves 
exercise all the authority which they 
possess, nor can they fulfill all the 
responsibilities inherent their posi- 
tions authority. Hence, necessary 
delegate, share, both authority and 
responsibility. 


What Authority? 

Authority refers the right per- 
form one more functions manage- 
ment, i.e. Bishop shares his jurisdic- 
tion with pastor; the pastor shares his 
canonical rights with assistants; major 
superiors appoint provincials, procura- 
tors, directors studies; principals 
share their authority with business man- 
agers, prefects study, deans. Although 
titles may vary, the idea remains essen- 
tially one sharing delegating the 
authority perform one more man- 
agerial function. For administrator 
weakness. Delegation recognizes the 
principles good organization. Dele- 
gation provides valuable experience 
for subordinates; delegation constitutes 
unique in-service training program. 

Responsibility may identified 
the accountability for the use au- 
thority. often people lament: 
have all the responsibility, but au- 
thority with it.” The fact remains 
that the statement involves contradic- 
tion; one has responsibility, only 
because has been given authority 
perform one more functions man- 
agement. Therefore, one feels that 
has been delegated responsibility and 
authority, really identifies situation 
which authority was not actually 
delegated the first instance. 

Authority delegated. The act 
delegation authority consists com- 
nate definition the latter’s job. 

There can delegation apart 

from job definition. 

Authority can only delegated 
persons, not jobs. 

Authority significant only 
those who are subject not 
those who possess it. 

Authority always requires the an- 
swers two questions: Authority 
over whom? Authority for what? 

The act delegation responsibility 
consists communicating job defini- 
tion with emphasis accountability. 

Responsibility always delegated 

whenever authority delegated. 

Responsibility can only dele- 
gated persons, not jobs. 

Responsibility should never exceed 
authority. 

Responsibility also requires the 
answers three questions: Re- 
sponsibility whom? Responsi- 
bility for what? How responsi- 
bility discharged?

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Stop Vandalism USE 
PARENT RESPONSIBILITY LAWS 


RECENTLY there has been dis- 
turbing increase vandalism school 
property. some instances organized 
teen age gangs have been responsible; 
other situations, two three young 
boys gang together repeatedly 
vandalize schools; also, occasionally, 
single elementary school youngster 
breaks into building and inflicts tre- 
mendous damage. Nearly half the 
state legislatures have enacted some 
type parent responsibility law within 
the past five years one means 
stopping this trend. 


Study Fifty States 

December, 1959, letters were 
sent the states requesting copies 
existing parent responsibility laws 
answer indicating that law 
was available for that state. Forty- 
seven the state attorney general 
offices replied. Twenty-nine 
law enacted their state legislature. 
Eighteen 
indicating that they did not have 
law their states. the states 
not having such law, several indi- 
cated that efforts were being made 
obtain this type law. 

parent responsibility law one 
designed provide for the recovery 
civil damages from parent 
guardian due the malicious will- 
ful destruction property minors. 
Chapter 55, Article 7A, Code West 
Virginia, expresses the intent this 
type law very well:

that result this parental negli- 
gence, much said vandalism said 
children has occurred, and that because 
this failure parental responsibility, 
parents children perpetrating such 
acts should liable for the damages 
property caused thereby. Therefore, 
the intent the legislature recog- 
nize said responsibility parents for 
their children’s conduct and impose 
said parent parents for such acts 
their children, who live with them 
and who commit acts vandalism wil- 


fully and maliciously, liability accord- 
ance with the provisions hereinafter set 
forth. 


Typical Wording the Law 


Although the parent responsibility 
laws vary throughout the United 
States, the Florida statute shown 
below representative what most 
state legislatures have enacted 
recent years: 


Any municipal corporation, county, 
school district and department Flor- 
ida any person, partnership, corpora- 
tion association, any religious 
organization whether incorporated 
unincorporated, shall entitled re- 
cover damages appropriate action 
law amount not exceed three 
hundred dollars court competent 
jurisdiction from the parents any 
minor under age eighteen years, liv- 
ing with the parents who shall 
ciously willfully destroy property, 
real, personal mixed, belonging 
such municipal, corporation, county, 
school district, department the 
state, person, partnership, corporation 
association, religious organization.

significant note that three 
fourths the states having parent 
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responsibility laws have enacted these 
laws within the past five years. This 
would indicate increasing pressure 
from the citizenry find solution 
the problem. minor defined 
child under age but, over one 
half the states having parent re- 
sponsibility laws hold parents liable 
for these acts their children 
the age 18. Also, may 
noted that the limit set for recoveries 
from parents varies from $100 
unlimited amount, However, limit 
$300 specified half these 
state laws. 

Little evidence available indi- 
cate that school officials have set 
procedures implement these laws. 
One attorney 
stated “there are reported cases 
dealing with this provision since 
has been effect.” 


Test Case Dade County 


February, 1958, the Dade 
County Board Public Instruction 
took the first case court under the 
Florida statutes. The small claims 
court awarded $300 and court costs 
the school board from parents 
whose two sons burned portable 
school building where the estimated 
damage had been $5,612. The school 
board attorneys also tested the law 
suing each parent for $300, but 
the court ruled that only $300 per 
family could collected for each act 
vandalism. 

Immediately the question was 
asked many interested persons 
“What happened the boys?” The 
answer that the parent responsibil- 
ity statute directed toward the 
children’s parents and does not effect 
action the juvenile and welfare 
court whose interest primarily 
the child. this particular case, the 
boys were committed correction 
home. 

During the Spring 1958, pro- 
cedure for applying the parent re- 
sponsibility law all cases involving 
known child offenders was formu- 
lated. This procedure was put into 
effect July 1958, and has been 
carried out continuously since that 
date. 

The procedure simple one 
including series report forms and 
letters. For each malicious act 
school, principals forward Plant 
Security Report form the opera- 
tions and maintenance departments. 
The maintenance department repairs 
any damage and reports costs the 
operations department. With the 
maintenance cost information and 
the school report, the operations 
department has valuable statistical

was collected during this school year. 
The current school year has pro- 
duced similarly successful record. 

The school administration Dade 
County certainly has not eliminated 
vandalism school buildings. Only 
persons looking for solution 
the problem through “rose-colored 
glasses” would anticipate complete 
success. Nevertheless, Dade County 
has experienced definite levelling 
off vandalism schools and has 
increased parents’ awareness their 
responsibility. 

The amount recovery not 
nearly important the impact 
the “parent responsibility” pro- 
gram the community. Parents 
not take the attitude “children will 
children” when they are “hit 
the pocketbook.” Many parents are 
genuinely amazed when they realize 
the actual cost damage cases 
vandalism.

THE SCHOOL CURRICULUM 
the broad aspect which con- 
ceived today necessitates the utilization 
many auxiliary facilities provided 
community agencies. Since education in- 
volves the mental, spiritual, and phys- 
ical development and well-being the 
child, the school must supplemented 
civic and other resources order 
achieve its goals. Schools small 
fronted with the problem offering 
rich curricula with limited resources. 
However, perhaps other period 
history have professional personnel and 
community organizations taken such 
active interest assisting education. 

Since communities many places 
have accepted their responsibility the 
good and wise policy utilize those 
services which augment the school pro- 
gram desirable way. Fortunately 
community agencies frequently offer 
their services without charge private 
well public schools. 

1955, study was made deter- 
mine whether not Catholic educators 
were cognizant the services available 
Catholic schools California mu- 
nicipal and county agencies selected 
centers 50,000 population less.

Fire Department Services 

Where the fire department provided 
general and special services, these were 
equally available Catholic 
public school children. Among the 
services rendered fire departments 
were consultative services, fire drills, 
PTA addresses, talks children, pub- 
lications, talks before community 
groups, building inspection, conducted 
tours fire departments, and audio- 
visual programs. the total general 
services rendered, per cent were 
given private schools, while per 
cent were rendered public schools.

truly worthwhile community serv- 
ice the schools the central libraries. 
Upon request, the library services in- 
clude talks parents, class visits 
the library, organization and administra- 
tion formal reading clubs, and the 
services the librarian for school 
visits. Moreover, the library will supply 
library loans school classrooms, sum- 
mer reading clubs, special programs for 
individual grades, and book week ma- 
terials.

Administrators might well look the 
services the police department 
order enrich the entire educational 
program.

and talks before community groups. 
The police departments disclosed that 
tours through the stations and talks 
the children ranked first the most 
frequently utilized services.

GENERAL RECOMMENDATIONS: LAY TEACHERS 
very decided effort should made employ only Catholic 


lay teachers. 


The school should assume part the financial responsibility in- 
volved belonging professional organizations. 


The school should encourage lay teachers attend professional 
meetings and conferences and help defray their expenses. 


Lay teachers should appointed moderators certain school 
organizations. appointing them positions honor and trust, 
the administration can often show the lay teachers the confidence they 


have placed them. 


While not always possible employ people act teacher-aides, 
yet the administration can often recruit very valuable volunteer help 
assist the teachers with many nonteaching duties. Great tact 
needed, however, that the right type person selected help. 


The administration must make greater effort provide 
in-service training for lay teachers that they will fully integrated 
into the faculty full-time members. 


The faculty must accept the lay teacher equal the Catholic 
school system before the lay teacher can effective job. 


From the Administrative Handbook, Archdiocese San Francisco 
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for copies lay teacher salary schedules 
for elementary and secondary schools. 
Some replies ranged from “‘no sched- 
ule established” detailed, multi-page 
statements policies for lay teachers.

Archdiocese Cincinnati adopted 
elementary lay teacher schedule 
September 1959; does not have 
secondary schedule this time. Each 
school hires its own teachers with the 
superintendent’s office acting clear- 
ing house for elementary teachers, and 
less frequently for secondary teachers. 

Elementary salaries are based the 
type teaching certificate held, plus 
years experience the Archdiocesan 
schools. Minimum basic salary for stand- 
ard (state) certificate $3,400; $3,200 
for those with certificate for non-tax 
supported schools; $3,100 for cadet 
certificate; $2,800 for temporary cer- 
tificate. increment $50 per year 
experience applicable all classifi- 
cations. pastor not required pay 
more than the maximum salary (basic 
salary plus $250 for five years experi- 
ence), but may pay more willing 
and able so. The schedule applies 
all except few rural areas. teacher 
who has taught the same school more 
than two years may not discharged 
solely for the purpose employing 
another teacher lower salary. 


Archdiocese St. Louis does not 
have elementary schedule, but 
May 1960, revised its schedule for 
secondary teachers. Basic salary for 
A.B. degree $3,600 with increments 
$150 for ten “steps” $4,950. 
Basic salary for M.A. $3,800 with 
increments $200 for ten “steps” 
$5,600. credit allowed for the 
first two years previous experience 
outside the Catholic high schools. Three 
years experience equals one increment 
“step”; four years, two steps, etc. 
For more than five years experience, 
salary the recommendation the 
superintendent. Teachers must meet all 
requirements listed the University 
Missouri and the North Central 
Association. 


Archdiocese San Francisco offers 
elementary lay teachers minimum 
salary $300 per month for ten 
months, plus coverage archdioce- 
san health insurance program. Many 
schools offer higher salaries, according 
the superintendent. 

Detailed salary recommendations for 
secondary teachers have been recently 
revised follows: Basic $100 per 
month for 12-months for all religious 
teachers; minimum salary for A.B. 
equivalent $4,000 for secondary 
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budget problem which faces every 
Catholic community. sense, all 
schools are budget schools. many 
years planning and designing, our 
firm has yet encounter group which 
had money enough realize all its 
dreams new educational plant.

Beauty school comes from feel- 
ing order and structure and from the 
proper organization spaces and vol- 
umes. The materials used may sim- 
ple—the key how they are used 
rather than what used. takes 
more and better materials create 
classroom wing with friendly, pleas- 
ant environment conducive learning, 
than does create poorly shaped

Those responsible for getting new 
school can keep costs down two 
ways: anticipating the future, and 
giving the architect both leeway and 
time good, tight planning.

Looking ahead can result other 
long-range economies.

Accordingly, such 
facilities the heating plant, gymna- 
sium, and cafeteria were planned al- 
low for the future greater enrollment.

Rethink Educational Needs 

The architect can also help the parish

the pitfall assuming that because 
something has been done certain 
way before, must done that way 
again. Those who 
blindly often discover too late that 
outworn. 

advise clients study the func- 
tions that will take place each space 
the new school, then rely the 
architect come with the best and 
most economical way house those 
functions.

BISHOP SOLE DEFENDANT 
FIRE DAMAGE SUITS 


Superior Court Judge Harold Ward 
dismissed the city Chicago defend- 
ant ten suits filed the Circuit and 
Superior courts seeking damages for death 
injury children the fire Our 
Lady the Angels school, December 
1958. His ruling left the Catholic Bishop 
Chicago, Inc., the sole defendant 
the ten suits which seek damages totaling 
about $10,215,000. The Catholic corpora- 
tion also sole defendant similar 
suits filed the Circuit and Superior 
courts. 

Early June while sitting motion 
judge for both the Superior and Circuit 
courts, Judge Ward ruled the city has 
immunity from suits for damages the 
matter. The suits had charged the city with 
negligence failure make proper in- 
spections the school and other matters. 
The fire claimed the lives children 
and three nuns, and injured 100 children. 

After the disastrous school fire, the city 
Chicago passed ordinance requiring 
that all schools ordinary construction

December 31, all the arch- 
diocese’s 203 schools that come under this 
ordinance will either have sprinkler sys- 
tems will have let contracts install 
them, according recent statement 
William McManus, superintend- 
ent.

Simple 
arithmetic shows then, that even 
average labor cost, instant mashed po- 
tatoes are better buy than raw when- 
ever the 100 pound raw price reaches 
$2.79:

There are few times the year when 
good quality potatoes sell for less than 
hundred, and the average runs more 
than winter.

appears, then, that low cost labor 
with average cost raw potatoes runs into 
more money than the instant.

These figures don’t 
tell the whole story; fact, the most 
important factor school lunch man- 
agement has not been touched. What 
has been done with the saved time?

Management should look the Gov- 
ernment flour, eggs, and milk means 
reducing expenditures. With these 
materials, can turn out better-quality 
baked goods than can purchase. But 
utilize these valuable assets, labor 
must trained, and time must 
available. 

get the most out our peo- 
ple, must have the time teach 
them; and thsey must have oppor- 
tunity practice their valuable skills. 

That why large metropolitan 
system, have come believe that 
worth while eliminate the time- 


consuming task processing our own 
potatoes, onions, and other foods, avail- 
able various convenient forms. The 
cost the product itself only part 
the picture. Labor too costly 
waste unimportant tasks, and time it- 
self precious commodity which must 
budgeted that may receive 
the most value for money expended. 

When the subject convenience 
foods brought up, don’t let the matter 
drop with comparison costs. 
smart: get something value from the 
time saved. Start pushing pencil 
see where you can raise quality without 
boosting expenses. Get the most out 
your labor dollar.

Precooked Rice completely cooked 
and needs only steam boiling water 
make ready for the table. es- 
pecially convenient for hurry-up meals 
and speedy desserts. This rice will more 
than double volume when cooked. 

Thanks modern milling and pack- 
aging processes, rice untouched 
human hands. Washing rinsing rice, 
either before after cooking, actually 
wastes valuable nutrients. not 
blanch. Also not peek while cooking 
rice. lets out steam 
temperature. 

Do’s Rice Cookery: Use fork 
slotted spoon fluff rice after 
cooked; this prevents mashing grains.

schools; minimum salary for M.A. 
equivalent $4,500. Credit for previ- 
ous school experience outside Catholic 
schools equals one year credit for 
each two years experience, 
maximum years. Suggested incre- 
ment $200 yearly for ten year period. 
Suggested increment for wage earners 
with children $150 per child. Mini- 
mum daily salary for substitute teachers 
$20 per day. For extracurricular 
activities sponsored lay personnel, 
either time allowance extra remu- 
neration should given. 

Employment and remuneration lay 
teachers based written, one-year 
contract between principal and teacher, 
and the pastor parish schools. 
Employment should guaranteed for 
full school year, but this not 
possible, the teacher should given 
least days notice. All teachers the 
Archdiocese come under the archdioce- 
san health insurance plan, paid the 
school and not deducted 
salary. Although the salary schedule was 
adopted for secondary teachers, 
recommended for all teachers the 
archdiocese. 


Archdiocese Detroit bound 
state law hire elementary teachers 
who meet the Michigan certification 
requirements. one-year certificate calls 
for college credits, including 
professional education. The superintend- 
ent’s office does not hire, but acts 
recruitment agency. This year advises 
pastors that the public school systems 
will pay beginning teachers $4,500 per 
year, and recommends salary 
$400 per month for the fully qualified 
teacher. Archdiocesan hospitalization 
plan added fringe benefit. 


In 1958-59 The Archdiocese of Detroit surveyed 
the status of its 979 lay teachers. Average pay for 
the 765 elementary lay teachers was $318.47 per 
month, with male teachers earning about $35 
more than women. The 214 high school teachers 
earned an average of $433.83 per month (women, 
$375.30: men, $464.19: full-time coaches, $495.- 
80). Average tenure for lay teachers was three 
years. 


Archdiocese Milwaukee revis- 
ing its elementary schedule, and has just 
completed new schedule for high 
school lay teachers effective this fall. 
The 10-month schedule specifies $4,200 
for B.A. degree equivalent; $4,400 
for M.A. degree equivalent (32 
graduate credits) for M.A. degree 
plus graduate credits; $4,700 for 
M.A. degree plus graduate credits. 
Increments $200 per year are listed 
$6,500 after nine years. Full time credit 
given teachers employed from any 
high school. Maximum sick leave 
five days. This new secondary salary 
schedule increases the basic salary $700 
and the increment rate $50 per year 
over the 1958 salary schedule.

Limiting time too 
drastically affects not only the broad 
aspects design, but also the archi- 
tect’s ability produce clear. concise 
specifications which are essential 
good competitive bidding. 


Importance Specifications 

The importance specifications can 
study reported that these documents 
can easily cut five per cent from the 
initial building cost, and most architects 
will agree with this figure. Those who 
have participated school projects 
know that the specifications range from 
200 300 pages single-spaced copy.

Last year the 
Diocese Rockville Centre set 
minimum salary for lay teachers 
elementary schools, but details were 
not given. The Diocese Pittsburgh 
revising its schedule and details were 
not available present.

Catholics must, then, 
rally the defense our schools 
earnest prayer, proper understanding 
the case for dual control and every 
constitutional means our power.” 


New Philippine Schools

number parochial grade schools, high 
schools and colleges over 650. More 
than 325,000 Filipino children are enrolled 
Catholic schools.
